Washington, Doc. 24. — Tho Russian 
famine having now so nearly ended that tlio 
Imperial authorities report a continuance of 
active foreign effort unnecessary, tho 
National oommittoe have deemed it proper 
to make a general statement of what the 
people of the country lmve done in behalf 
of those who suffered. Tho famine itself, 
us tho world knows now, was one of the 
most appalling in all history, embracing u 
population of some twenty millions, 
and aggravated by the fiercoticss of 
a winter almost unparalleled, It was, there- 
fore, a challenge to the entire Christian 
world and in Ihe fnco of limitations of the 
ability to help. Happily the New World 
had been bleat with a bountiful hat vest, 
and Russia's millions could properly turn to 
us in silent appeal for help. The people of 
the North West lirst showed their appre- 
ciation, but waited the Action of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who, on 
January 5, sent u message to Con- 
gress recommending such action as would 
insure free transportation of the people's 
gifts to RuBsia. Congress taking no action, 
Governor Merriam, of Minnesota, who pre- 
viously, with the aid of W. O. McDowell, 
of the Home and Country, ami W. C. 
Edgar, of the Northwestern Millers, had 
secured several thousands of bushels of corn 
and a million and a halt pounds of Hour, 
took up the work. Clara Burton, of tho 
Rod Cross, aroused the general public and 
especially tho state olltcer3 and people of 
Iowa to the activity which, under the plead 
of li. F. Tillinghast, of the Davenport 
Gazette, resulted in sending to Russia 
a ship freighted with stores from 
tho corn-producing states. Steps were 
now taken to form a National Commit- 
tee for Bending a succession of ships to 
Russian ports until the end of tho famine. 
Its purpose, as declared at the outset, was 
to handle no moneys, and accordingly it 
had no treasurer. As a matter of fact, 
sums aggregating $10,559. 04 wcro received 
in drafts, checks and money, all of whijh 
were immediately acknowledged and passed 
over to the President of ttic Mod Cross. 
This National Committee was formed of tho 
most estimable citizens, including the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Chief Justice, tifteen Senators, tho 
Speaker and other members of tho Houso of 
Representatives, a number of distinguished 
ladies and gentlemen devoted to philan- 
thropic work, the Cardinals of the United 
States, thirteen bishops and archbishops, 
with other eminent clergy, Protestant unci 
Itoiim,, Cathnlin, uud tWRntjr-affiht H"v. 

ornora of States. In ilio' oiatea of Minne- 
sota, Iowa and Nebraska the work of can 
Visaing had Steadily advanced during the 
month of January. Massachusetts took 
the first step in the East, Governor 
Rusfell making hia appeal on the .'list 
of December, and appointing the Right 
Rev. Phillips Brooks, Rev, Edward Everett 
Halo and others, to act as a committee 
with full charge of the work of securing I 
and making a judicious use of all contri- 
butions. This committee did excellent 
work under the plan of raising and for- 
warding money to tlio American minister at 
St. Petersburg as the quickest way of 
affording relief. The next very im- 
portant action was taken by tho New 
York Chamber of Commerce at whose | 
regular meeting on February 4, resolutions 
providing for a coinmitte of fifty with power 
to add to their number were passed and 



the work of raising money by subscription 
wus begun. Philadelphia took up tho mat- 
ter on the next day with enthusiasm. There 
were also other important centres of active 
and successful operation with purposes of 
co operation only, including especially sucli 
cities as Concord, N.H., Rutland, Vt., 
Johnstown, Pa., Baltimore, Jacksonville, 
Washington, Cincinnati, Lincoln, Nob., 
Pierre, S.D., and Helena, Mont., aud other 
cities and towns without number. 

The railway corporations had begun to 
offer free transportation, and in such quick 
succession that it ut onco became general, 
and at least two ocean transportation com- 
panies, the International Navigation and 
the Atlantic Transportation, wero quick to 
mako the offer of frco shipment. Minne- 
sota, with her many (lour mill reinforce- 
ments, undertook to load tho steamship 
Missouri, tho Iowa commission to 
furnish a cargo for the first avail- 
able ship, while Philadelphia, hav- 
ing been generously offered the 
steamship Indiana, by tho International Co., 
was moving with all enemy to send her 
freight in the shortest possible time. On 
lho 22nd tho Indiana, freighted with 
2,130 tons of flour and other Btore?, was 
cleared for departure, and after congratula- 
tory dispatches and thanksgiving prayer, re- 
ceived tlio liual "God-speed," not alons of 
Philadelphia but of America's sixty-six mil- 
linns. Meanwhile, Minnesota's resolute 
commission had made excellent progress. 
Nebraska, under tbo inspiration 
of Governors Thater and Boyd, 
had given her million pounds of 
corn, aud the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce had supplemented the whole with ho 
much as 55,000 would buy in addition to 
the §7,000 before contributed for like use. 
The Atlantic Transportation line had jmt 
tho great Missouri in readiness for her 
generous service, and tho warehouse, 
lighterage •nd coal companies had followed 
Suit, and thus on the loth of March, the 
MitBouri with her burden of fifty-nine mil- 
lion pounds left New York harbor for Lie- 
ban. The Philadelphia committee resolved 
on April 18 to send another ship. The 
response of the International company was 
the frco olfer of the Connemaugb. Loading 
began on the 22nd of April, and on the 23ra 
the Conneniaugh, loaden with '2,ti,V_' tons of 
valuable Stores, sailed tor the Russian port 
of Rega. It was the Iowa's turn next with 
her great cargo of 06, 666 bushels of corn, 
sacked at n cost of some §1,000, furnished 
by the Reel Cross, with L',0-1 bags of the 
same, -100 sacks of cornmcal, Till sucks of 
flour, and miscellaneous stores. 

But there was no further olfer of ships, 
and bo with $12,651 more, advanced by 
Miss Barton from contributions sent to the 
Red Cross, a steamship wus chartered, and 
on May .'! the Tynehead cleared from New 
York for Rega. Once more the proprietors 
of the Christian Herald aud Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage, editor, had caught the infection. 
Subscriptions poured in until a total of | 
$31,884.09 wus reached, 'whereupon the' 
steamship Leo was chartered, of the 
Iuman company, at a coat of $7,000, 
loaded with 2,130,800 pounds of Hour, 
including contributions by the Red 
Cross from the overflow of the 
Tynehead, besides stores for the sick fur- 
nishod by "Tho King's Daughters"; so 
that on tlie 11th of .lone »bn »™ «Wo tu 
leave Brooklyn for the capital of the Rus- 
sian Empire. Efforts on the Pacific Coast 
were less successful. Montana and South 
Dakota deserve honorable mention. Their 
contributions amounted to nearly half a 
million pounds of Hour and $3,481 in cash. 
The district of Columbia, besides the 24,500 
pounds of Hour, donated b}- the. millers of 
Washington under the lead of Mrs. Sarah 
A. Spencer and others, contributed $7,000.

THOROUGHLY DETESTED- 

Patrick Egan Hated and Denounced by the 
Chilian Press uiid People. 

YVAsiiiNcroN, Dec. 24, — According to 
advices received here the leading pro-Eng- 
lish newspapers of Chili, and especially tlie 
leading publications of Santiago and Val- 
paraiso, made tho result of the recunt elec- 
tion the key for hitter attacks upon United 
States Minister Patrick K^nn, declaring 
among other things that his return to hi3 
post after what is termed the exposure of 
his character in the recent campaign, de- 
monstrates that ho ia utterly lacking in 
shame, and calling upon the government to 
ignore him, or at any rate to show him 
scant courtesy. Complete tiles of the 
Chilian papers aro received in this city by 
each mail, and if the contents of those to 
arrive next month bear out the cabled sum- 
mary it is probable that the state department 
will be called upon to read tho riot act once 
more to the powers that be of the little 
republic. Most of, if not all, the Chilian 
papers are subsidized by the Government, 
and hence what they say may ba taken as 
being inspired, or at least rcllecting the 
opinion of many of thoso with whom tho 
United States minister has necessarily come 
into otliciul contact. Consequently tho con- 
ditions are different from those prevailing 
in this country, where the press ia inde- 
pendent und where the Government, under 
tho doctrine of State's rights, could not 
take official cognizance of such attacks upon 
a foreign minister from a friendly power, 
such, for instance, as those to which tho 
British minister, Sackville-West, was sub- 
jected four years ago, as an outcome of what 
is now known to history as the famous 
MurohisOD letter. It is generally believed 
in diplomatic circles that the result of the 
election last month will be made tho most of 
by tho English influence in Chili to mini- 
mize the dignity of Mr. Egan, and that, 
unless ho leaves hia sensitiveness behind 
him, he will find his position for the re- 
mainder of his term anything but a bod of

Washington, Dec. 24.— The President 
has called upon tho executive department 
for such information as it has in its posses- 
sion relativo to freights coming into the 
United States over tho Canadian Pacific 
railway. Attention was directed to this 
subject by tlio President in his annual 
mossngo to Congress and since then the 
subject has been a live and interesting ouo 
in the Treasury department. Tho dis- 
crimination against the United Slates 
made by law in favor of the Canadian Paci- 
fic by moans of tho consular seal system has 
long been a source of complaint at the 
Treasury department. Under this law 
freights aro shipped from Canada to interior 
points in the U. S. under tho consular seal 
system. It is contended at the Treasury 
department that the freights entitled 
to the privileges of consular seal 
were originally confined to the pro- 
ducts of Canada, but gradually the 
business has grown and the law has been 
perverted, anil now more goods, having 
their origin in China and Japan, arc shipped 
over the CanadiaD Pacific for the United 
States us goods or products of Canada. 
They can come through in bulk quicker than 
they can over tho American routes, by rea- 
son of the consular system under which the 
law does not apply to American railroads. 
Enjoying this superiority over tlio American 
roads the CP. B. has caused to bo put in 
the Canadian tarifl'a discriminating duty of 
ten per cent, on all codec and tea imported 
into Canada from the United Slates. 
Prom all other countries except the United 
States coffco and tea come into 
Canada free. The effect has bsen to divert 
this traffic frcm American ports and have 
coffee and tea come over the CP. H. from 
Vancouver, where it is landed from China 
and elsewhere. These evidences of un- 
friendliness are regarded at the Treasury 
department as justifying some drastic mea- 
sures. It ia pointed out that as tho truliio 
over tho CP. It. has become so great that it 
is impossible for U.S. consuls to personally 
perform the duties required of them under 
the provisions of the consular seal 
law a due regard for the revenues would 
warrant the suspension of the action of 
that section of the law until such time as 
Congress makes provision for its perfect en- 
forcement. Should this be done it would, 
in tho opinion of the Treasury department 
officials, put a stop to discrimination against 
American railroads and so be a retaliatory 
measure against Canada for her unfriendli- 
ness to the United States.

NANAIMO.

Prior to being led to the slaughter 
the animal's neck was garlanded aud its 
horns festooned with roses. The animal 
had been in training for the sacrifice since 
July last. It is calculated that the- 
baron of beef ufter being reduced 
by cooking will weigh in tlie neigh- 
borhood of 7"> pounds. Tho Christ- 
mas pudding, the preparation of the 
ingredients of which .is to-day occupying; 
the time of six cooks of the royal kitchen, 
will weigh one hundred pounds. It will be 
carried into tho dining hall on a golden 
platter resting upon a bed of holly by four 
gentlemen-in-waitiog. The Queen has 
made the usual Christmas presentation of 
sums of money to the servants of the royal 
household. Her Majesty has invited the 
ex- Empress Eugenia to spend tlie Christmas 
holidays at tho castle, but owing to tem- 
porary illness Napoleon'e widow was com- 
pelled to decline,

When the story of the gross neglect of a 
dying Chinaman in a rude shack on Fisgard 
stroot was read, in yesterday morning's 
Colonist, there was indignation expressed 
on all hands, and surprise too, for no ono 
supposed thero was any such such state of 
things existing in tho city. 

Karly in the morning, Dr. Duncan, 
Health Officer, was around, and had an ap- 
pointment with the leading members and 
officers of tho Chinese Society. They met 
in the " lodge rooms," and held a consulta- 
tion. Chief of Pollco Sheppard was also 
present and Aid. Humber. 

The Chinese claimed that their society 
was poor and in debt, and would not have 
any money for charitable purposes unless 
they amid levy a rate on all the Chinese in 
the city. They made a general statement 
of what they wanted, and the Health Ullijer 
promised that if they would put their re- 
quirements in writing he would bring them 
before the City Council. 

In the meantime, until some action shall 
be taken by the City Council, six of the 
leading Chinese merchants, who are also 
members and officers of the society, prom- 
ised faithfully to have the hospital put in 
proper shapo, heated and cleaned, and to 
have a man put in charge, so that tho pres- 
ent patient would be looked after, and also 
so that the hospital would be open at all 
times for the inspection of the Medical 
Health Officer and the City Sanitary Officer. 

Later on in the day Sanitary Inspector 
Bailey went to the " hospital," where he 
found that the lirst move in the right direc- 
tion had been made. Mo nipro food had 
been supplied, however, and the sick Celes- 
tial was badly ill need of water and tea. 
Ho also asked for rice, and in u short time 
these were supplied him. 

Mayor Boaven and tho aldermen wore 
very much interested in tho case yesterday, 
and some members of the Council took pains 
to make inquiries to see what was being 
done.

THE PANAMA SCANDAL. 

A Stormy Scene While the Ministry 
Explain What They Know 
of (he Affair. 

Tho Government Invite Full Debate 
-A Plot for the Overthrow 
of the Republic. 

Paris, Dec. 23. — The scene in the cham- 
ber of deputies to-day when M. Millevoie 
interpellated tho ministry regarding ad- 
vances of money by the Panama Canal Com- 
pany was of tho most stormy character. 
Millevoie said he desired to question tho 
government as to facts in its possession re- 
lating to tho use of contributions by a 
former Premier from the Panama Canal 
Company whose corrupt and criminal oper- 
ations were now being investigated. M. 
Ribot, on behalf of tho government, said he 
accepted immediate discussion of tho sub- 
ject. President Floquet thereupon vacated 
tho chair. There was a bush in the cham- 
ber as the former minister began an address 
of exculpation, and every face was turned 
toward the speaker with most eager inter- 
est. Flo(|uet stated what he hail already 
stated before the committee of investiga- 
tion. Ho reiterated with emphasis that 
whilo a member of the ministry be had 
never received money from the Panama 
Canal Company for any purpose whatever, 
and he denied any improper purpose in the 
insertion of paid political advertisements in 
the press. 

Count Jules do Borne?, an ardent royal- 
ist, indulged in a violent Attack on Floquet. 
The Count exclaimed - "Vou not, only allow- 
ed the people to bo robbed of their savings, 
but you were an accomplice in the nef. rious 
crime. " 

At this there was the wildest excitement. 
Deputies stood and waved their arms and 
shouted, some in denunciation, others in ap- 
proval of tho language used by Do Heroes. 

When order had been restored Millevoie 
rose and indulged in a violent attack on M. 
Rouvier. M. Rnuvier then rose to make an 
explanation and defence of his conduct. "I 
never," said he, "hud anything to do with 
the Panama Canal company. I never at- 
tempted to control tho preBS, and when 
Baron de Reinaeh offered to help the Gov- 
ernment I refused' to ucccpt his assistance." 

There was another lively scene when 
Premier Ribot arose to answer an interpel- 
lation relative to the charge that money ad- 
vanced by tho Panama Canal Company hail 
beeu used in tho service of the government. 
Ribot said the object of the questioner waB 
to pile scandal on scandal. [Cries of " No, 
no," from the Boulangist. ] The government, 
continued Ribot, had always been opposed 
to such shameful tactics, and, ho addod, the 
government was prepared to defend the re- 
public. Ribot was heartily applauded, and 
tho deputies voted confidence in the gov- 
ernment by a large majority. 

At a cabinet council this morning it was 
resolved that the government acquiesce in 
full debate on Millevoie's interpellation re- 
garding the alleged use of money advanced 
by the Panama Canal Company iu the 
service of the go eminent. The cabi- 
net was fully aware that tho motion was 
aimed at the administaation, if not tho re- 
public, as Millevoie is an ardent Boulangist, 
but President Carnot has given the fiat that 
no one shall be spared against whom there 
is evidence of guilt, and that the govern- 
ment welcomes the most searching investi- 
gation. At the same time the government 
hopes to make tho interpellation a boom- 
erang by showing up the plot of the Bou- 
hmgists against the republic and the straits 
to which it drove the government. It is ro- 
ported that the ministry have evidence that 
the present attack on the government is part 
of an organized plan for tho overthrowing of 
the republic. Tho ministers aro also con- 
vinced that the only way to meet tho crisis 
is to throw tho whole Panama scandal aa 
rapidly us the facts develop open to tho 
public with merely a proper reserve for 
judicial prosecutions. 

The rigorous treatment of Charles de Lcs- 
sops and Fontaine has made tho republic 
popular with tho lower classes, including the 
socialists, and as between the republic and 
monarchy they favor tho former. 

Revelations from America with regard to 
Hcrz do not cause surprise here. The only 
surprise is that a shrewd man like Reinaeh 
should have admitted him to his confidence. 
It is believed that Herz got wind of some 
canal frauds and used them to hia best per- 
sonal advantage. 

The conference of tho ministry this morn- 
ing resulted in orders for more arrests in 
connection with the Panama omul scandal. 
It is believed that Fioquot will be advised 
to resign the presidency of the Chamber of 
Doputies in view of his revelations of yes- 
terday as to tho Panama canal corruption. 

There is a panicky feeling on tho bourse. 
Kentes have fallen from 98 francs 794 
centimes to 06 francs 774 centimes. Later 
loans became bettor and rentes rallied to 97 
francs 27 centimes. Credit Fonder, which 
had fallen 40 points, rallied 10,

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

Cast Away with the 'Wife of a French Consul 
-Over the Cliff. 

[Copyright, 1892, by Charles B. Lewis.] 
The. bark White Cloud had boon on lire 
for two days before the Captain decided 
to abandon her. She was bound through 
the Straits of Sunda and was in roidocean 
when the fire broke out in the lower hold. 
Nobody could tell how the tiro btarted, 
but it probably came from spontaneous 
combustion. We fought bard enough to 
save the bark live times over, but the lire 
kept gaining on us all the time, and the 
crew and passengers finally forced the 
captain to get ready to abandon her. 
There were about 100 people to take care 
of, but we had plenty of boats, and they 
were all down and provisioned an hour 
before any movement was made to leave 
the shin. 

When wo reached Capo Town on the 
voyage out from Liverpool we found over 
ninety German immigrants waiting for a 
ship to Batavia. They had been rescued 
from a German immigrant ship which 
had been wrecked on the west coast. 
Some sort of a bargain was made by the 
agents of the bark to convoy them to 
their destination, and that's the way we 
came to have so many people aboard. At 
Capo Town there were also waiting a 
Frenchman and his wife named Roquiere. 
Ho was the consul at Singapore, and his 
wife, who was only about twenty-two 
years old, had been recommended to 
make a voyage to tho Cape and return on 
a sailing vessel for the benefit of her 
lungs. Roquiere was a man over forty. 
They had been married only about a year, 
and of all the cranky, crabbed men I ever 
saw he was tho worst. He arranged with 
the captain to bo lauded at Singapore af- 
ter the immigrants had been disposed of, 
and we were not three days out of Table 
bay when all of us aft knew what Bort of 
a chap ho was. While both spoke Eng- 
lish fluently, ho did moat of his kicking 
and growling in French. Nothing what- 
ever suited him, and he was horribly 
jealous of his wife. Ah officers of the 
ship we were bound to be civil to both 
and to show the lady any courtesies wo 
could, but wo soon dropped to the fact 
that Roquioro was jealous of every one of 
us. Ho kicked about the food, growled 
about tho weather, and a dozen times a 
day wo overheard him "disciplining" his 
wife for some alleged misconduct. Inside 
of a week we had sized him up for a con- 
temptible cur, and he was also a butt of 
ridicule among the men and the immi- 
grants forward. Wo all felt pity for the 
young wife. She made many excuses for 
him, as a wife should, and did her very 
best to bring out tho few good qualities 
he was possessed of. 

It was coming on night when it was de- 
cided to abandon tho hark. 1 had charge 
of one of the quarterboats, and I had 
seen that alio was well provided before 
ahi3 was launched. It had all boon ar- 
ranged that Roquioro and his wife should 
go in the captain's boat. Wo had fold 
tho people oil', and there would bo room 
for all. 1 was ordered into my bout to 
roceivo her complement, -aid she was be- 
ing pulled forward to take in the women 
and children waiting for her whoil two or 



three things happened at once to upset 
our plans. The flames burst through the 
deck at last and all of a sudden and pro- 
duced something of a panic. At about 
tho same moment a squall from tho west 
struck the bark and heeled her over. At 
that momont some one sprang into tho 
sea alongside. 1 instinctively grabbed at 
tho object, and as 1 lifted it in over tho 
gunwale I did not know whether it was a 
man, woman or child. J was a bit rattled 
by the squall and the darkness it brought, 
while everybody aboard was screaming 
and shoutir.g. ' Whether my boat's paint- 
er was cast loose by some excited person 
on deck, or whether it was loosened by 
the heel of the bark, I could not say, but 
1 suddenly discovered that she was adrift 
and the bark hidden in the darkness. J 
had t.i get her oil' before the squall to save 
her, and when tho first fury of the burst 
was over and the breeze bold from the 
west, kicking up a smart sea in no time 
at all, four p lira of oars cou'd not have 
pulled tho yawl back to tho bark. In 
this emergency I did just as tho captain 
himself would have done. J made a drag 
of three oars and the boat hook, fastened 
it to the painter, and then brought the 
yawl about head to the sea to drift. She 
would drive to the east, but so would the 
bark and tho other boats. As soon as she 
was ubout I stepped to tho mast, lighted 
and hoisted a lantern, and could do no 
more. 

I will tell you hero of tho fate of tin; 
people left behind. They could not take 
to the boats while tho squall lasted, and 
when it had passed it was discovered that 
tho iiro had boon somewhat subdued by 
tho threo or four heavy seas which had 
poured over tho rail. The bark had been 
almost on her beam ends, and the wash 
of water in her hold had met the lire on 
the starboard side. Everybody went to 
work with renewed zeal, and the craft 
was saved until noon next day, when 
everybody was taken oil by an India 
packet. H was a close shave, though, as 
tho bark's bottom suddenly dropped out 
of her an hour later. It was tho French 
consul's wife who jumped overboard aa> 
tho squall struck, believing that the craft 
was doomed, though I did not know who 
my companion was for nearly an hour. 
They missed us aboard the bark, of course, 
and while tho captain had hopes that wo 
might weather the squall tho consul was 
plunged in despair. They had to lie him 
hand and foot to keep him from commit- 
ting suicide. Our light was not seen, 
owing to tin.- Hying spray, and when day- 
light came wo wore not in sight. You 
would say that a humane captain would 
have made search for us, but with a ship 
on fire and nearly a hundred other lives 
at stake our captain did the right thing 
by holding the bark on her course until a 
rescue was effected. We had then been 
driving all night and half a clay, and tho 
rescuing craft looked upon our chances as 
too slim to deviate from her course. 

" Where am 1 ! Who is there > What 
has happened '" were the first words that 
fell from Mrs. Roquioro's lips as she re- 
covered her senses. She was lying in the 
stern sheets of the yawl, and 1 wont aft 
and told her who f was and how wo came 
to bo in our present plight. I expected 
to hear her "take mi," as women do in 
audi emergencies, but was agreeably dis- 



appointed. She reflected for a moment 
or two and then said : 

" Very well ; we must try and make 
the best of it of course. I am probably 
as safe here as aboard of the burning ship, 
and I shall make no trouble." 

While none of the people who wore to 
go in my boat had been permitted to take 
boxes or bundles I had stowed away sev- 
eral shawls, cloaks and dresses for them 
before she was lowered. I had also strip- 
ped my bed of sheets, blanket and pillow. 
As Mrs. Roquiere was shivering with cold 
I overhauled the dunnage and told her to 
make a change. Ten minutes later, 
when I returned aft, she had done so, 
and I then got out a bottle of spirits and 
some biscuits, and wo felt quite cheerful 
lifter the lunch. We were helpless ex- 
cept to drift, but with tho drag out we 
rode like a top, and I had nothing to do 
except to use tho bailer occasionally. I 
made up a very comfortable bed for the 
woman, and she fell asleep about 10 
o'clock, but I did not close my eyes dur- 
ing the night. Had tho breeze dropped 
I should have got tho boat around and 
beat back to tho west, but it held as 
steady as a clock, and our drift was live 
or six miles an hour. I hoped that morn- 
ing would bring some change, but it did 
not. It continued to blow half a gale 
from the same quarter, and now I felt 
that we should never reach the bark again. 
If any of the boats got away, there was 
just a chance of our falling in with them. 

Nothing was in sight next morning but 
a stormy sky and a wild sea. Mrs. Ro- 
quiere slept soundly through tho night 
and awoke looking happier than I had 
Hceu her since leaving Capo Town. 1 
can't say that it was becauso her husband 
was not there to kick and growl and nag 
her,, as was his usual morning custom, no 
doubt, but there certainly was a look of 
relief on her face, albeit our boat seemed 
to bo diving to the bottom of the Indian 
ocean one moment and Hying toward tho 
clouds the next. Sho was neither seasick 
nor frightened, and when I got out tho 
provisions both of us ate as heartily as if 
we had been at the cabin table of a great 
steamship. I was second mate of tho 
bark and only a plain sailor man, as you 
must know, while sho was rich and a bom 
lady. I'ndor such circumstances somo 
women would have made it very unpleas- 
ant for a man. I was once cast away 
with a dozen others on tho coast of Bra 
zil, and for three weeks the wife of an 
English hanker made life miserable for 
tho crowd because she was "high toned" 
and wo wero only "common folks." Tho 
little woman was cheerful, chatty and full 
of pluck, and that took a great burden oil' 
my mind. 

As near as 1 'could reckon it out the 
Caicos islands wore due east of us and (iOO 
miles away. It was sundown before the 
wind fell, and after explaining tho situa- 
tion to Mrs. Roquiere I [Hilled in tho 
drag, made sail on tho boat and headed 
her for the islands. I hoped to fall in 
with a sail the very next clay, and had no 
idoa wo would make tho run to tho is- 
lands before being picked up. To cut 
my story short, wo did, however. Not 
onco in that long run did we sight any- 
thing. We had fairly good winds, and 
on tho eleventh day of our being afloat 
we landed on big Caicos island. Nothing 



will try the mettle of a man like ship- 
wreck, and nothing can furnish a woman 
us great an excuse for being childish and 
disagreeable. When it had been decided 
to run for tho islands Mrs. Roquiere 
quietly said : 

"You know best, and 1 have evory 
confidence in you. Now tell mo plainly 
what share of the work I can take i" 

I knew it would bo better if hor mind 
and lingers wero busy with something 
aboard a part of the time, and so it w as 
arranged that she should lay out tho pro- 
visions for each meal and aptdl mo at the 
helm now and then. In one clay 1 taught 
her how to manage the boat fairly well, 
and sometimes 1 got three hours' sleep at 
a time. Always at 10 o'clock at night I 
insisted on her lying down for the night, 
but as soon as daylight broke sho awoke 
to relievo mo. In those eleven clays and 
nights she novor uttered a single com- 
plaint, and if she shed any tears sho took 
care to hide them from mo. Our waking 
hours wore passed in general conversa- 
tion, and I believe 1 interested her us 
much as she did me. Don't imagine 
thero was any nonsense about us. 1 had 
a wife and sho a husband, and both of us 
wero rather hard headed. We chatted 
away like old friends, all barriers being 
leveled for the time, but there was no ro- 
mancing. The Caicos islands are of vol- 
canic origin, and though fertile and well 
watered are not inhabited to this day. 
They lie to the southwest of (bo Java 
coast and 900 miles, from it. We landed 
one morning at 10 o'clock, and 1 told 
Mrs. Roquiere that wo should remain 
there until rescued, or at least for several 
months, oven if wo contemplated voyag- 
ing to the coast in our boat. The winter 
season was coming on, and for tho noxt 
three months the weather would be 
stormy, 

"Very well, just as you think best," 
sho calmly ropliod. " 1 feel myself grow- 
ing better all tho time, and there is noth- 
ing to complain about. " 

.She was the sort of woman a sailor 
would break his back to render comfort- 
able afloat or ashore, and J went to work 
at onco. I had nothing to work with ex- 
cept my knife, but in a couple of days 1 
knocked together a fair shelter. 1 used 
rocks and limbs and brush and mud, but 
it was a comfortable place when finished. 
Thou 1 constructed a hut for myself about, 
twenty rods away, and our Crusoe life 
had fairly begun. The provisions we had 
brought in the boat lasted us about a 
week. Then wo had to resort to the 
birds on tho island and to fish, oysters 
and shrimps. A box of lines and hooks 
bad been skowed in the boat, and if I had 
only had a gun and ammunition I should 
have been entirely satisfied. As soon as 
I bail finished the huts we usod to make 
daily jaunts over tho island. Wo thus 
discovered before (ho rainy season came 
on a species of wild p itato, two or three 
sorts of edible roots, and, like Robinson 
Crusoo, I had gathered a great quantity 
of grapes. After the rainy season set in 
she she could not go out much, but 1 con- 
tinued to fish and to gather food from the 
rocks. The cooking was done at her lire- 
place on Hat stones, and we always sat 
down together to eat. Both of us kept 
well and had good appetites, and though 
tho food was poor it was always relished. 



Nevor but onco in tho five months wo 
wore on the island did tho little woman 
utter a complaint. That was w hen her 
shoes gavo out, and she realized tho Jobs 
was something we could not replace. I 
made her accept my No. 8 sea boots after 
cutting off the legs to make sandals for 
myself, and she got along fairly well, 
though so awkwardly aa to excito our 
merriment. 

It was five months and fourteen days 
from our leaving the bark when a brig 
chartered by tho consul found us on the 
island. Ho bad at first given her up for 
lost, and it was months before he decided 
to begin a search. He was on board him- 
self, and we bad been wandering through 
the woods in search of potatoes and got 
back to the huts to find Roquiere and 
three or four men there. What do you 
think tho idiot did / Ho first gave her a 
" blowing up" for jumping overboard 
from tho bark. Then ho pitched into her 
for being sun tanned and unkempt. Than 
lie rounded on mo and said 1 ought to bo 
left on tho island, and 1 had to turn to 
and give him a good knocking about bo- 
foro his tongue could utter a civil word. 
The brig sailed straight for Singapore, 
and tho wretched crank never sp;iko to 
me on the voyage. Ho even had in o ar- 
rested for assault after cur arrival. I 
know her feelings, however, angel that 
sho was, and two years later, when I 
heard of his death by apoplexy, I felt, like 
swinging my hat and sending her a letter 
of congratulation. It was from her hand 
when 1 left Singapore that I received a 
letter of kindest thanks and best wishes, 
and the letter contained a check for 
8500.

As wc got out, of the ravine, which we 
had followed back into tho mountain for 
a mile or more, with the ascent so steep 
that our horses could hardly make their 
way, wo found ourselves on a bare plat- 
eau a mile long by one-fourth of that- dis- 
tance broad. What, mado the width was 
another ravine to the north. Tho level 
began just where wo ascended and ran to 
tho west. It ended on tho brink of a clilf 
100 feet high. Sixty of us had been do- 
tached from tho main command and sent 
up there to drivo off tho dozen Indians, 
who had a plunging fire. Tho ground 
was covered with grass and as clear as a 
floor. 

Wo had formed two lines across tho 
width of the plateau and wero advancing 
before the Indians took the alarm. Thoir 
first move was to charge us, but wo 
knocked over four and stopped them. 
'Then all but one leaped from their ponies 
and tumbled into the ravine to the north. 
They had an almost perpendicular descent 
of seventy or eighty foot, and wo after- 
ward found two of them dead at the bot- 
tom of tho gulch. Tho exception was 
Little Eagle, a grandson of Sitting Hull. 
Ho was a young man about eighteen years 
old and already boasted of having killed 
three white men. Ho was mounted on a 
splendid pony, and us ho found himself 
cut off and deserted ho uttered yells of 
defiance and began to ride back and forth 
across our path and fire at us with a navy 
revolver.

As wo advanced ho retreated. Any 
ono of us could have shot him dead as wo 
pressed him back, for ho was only 200 
foot in front of us. Ho fully realized 
that the game was to force him to the 
odgo of the cliff, and that if he chargod 
ub a scoro of ounce bullets would make 
him a target. Twice more tho lieutenant 
called to him, but ho only returned 
mocking replies. When another hundred 
feet would have brought him to tho edge 
of the clilf ho wheeled his horse, took a| 
firmer seat in the saddle, and with a war- 
whoop which could have been heard a 
mile away ho drove tho animal straight 
for the cliff. 

"Shoot ! Shoot his horso I" shouted a 
dozen men in chorus, but before any man 
could pull trigger horse and rider had 
disappeared. 

Three hundred men in tho camp below 
saw them dome down. The horse turned 
over and over in the air, but the young 
chief clung to his seat. As they struck 
tho ground he was underneath and got 
tho full weight of the horse. Both wore 
killed on tho instant. When wo got 
down the body of the boy was stretched 
en tho grass with almost evory bone 
broken and many of them protruding 
from tho flesh. His face had escaped 
without a mark, and it wore that grim 
smile of delight which told us as plainly 
as print that he had outwitted us in yield- 
ing up his bravo young life.

It 
is not a small matter to them that they have 
not tho means to mako thoir children inno- 
cently happy. Their grief is a hopeful sign.

Tho Mail does its best to deepen and 
intensify any prejudices which Protestants 
may entertain against the Catholic religion, 
and Lo Monde ia trying to convince its 
readers that tho majority of Protestants are 
fanatics whoso hearts' desire is to keep 
Catholics in a subordinate position and to 
do all the injury they can to tho Catholic 
religion. What good ia this mutual detrac- 
tion and mutual jealousy calculated to do ? 
It can do no good whatever. Rut it is 
likely, if the people are influenced by these 
newspapers, to do a great deal of harm. 

Men, in social and business intercourse, 
do not allow difference of religious belief 
to keep them apart or to make them in any 
respect unfriendly. The merchant does not 
ask his customer what his creed is, and 
neighbors do not refrain from acting iu a 
kindly way towards each other because they, 
on Sunday, attend different churches. And 
tho wheels of both business and society run 
all tho more smoothly because difference of 
religious belief does not cause friction. 

Why cannot people act upon tho samo 
principle politically as- they do socially? 
Men of different religions must live together 
in the same community, they must co-oper- 
ato with each other in a thousand ways. 
Why should they make intercourse unpleas- 
ant and oo-operation difficult by abusing 
each other's religious belief and observances? 
There ia neither goad policy nor good feel- 
ing in such a line of conduct. A wise and 
well-disposed member of society will respect 
the religious convictions of his neighbors. 
He will ba careful not to say ono word cal- 
culated to offend or hurt the most sensitive 
of them. Unless this ia done with respect 
to public matters trouble and unpleasant- 
ness are sure to ensue. 

It may be said are not people justified in 
standing up for their rights and in pursuing 
tho uaurao in public affairs which they be- 
lievo to be best J Of course they are. Rut 
they can do this without saying a reproach- 
ful word against the religious belief of those 
to whom they are opposed. It is unfortun- 
ate when matters connected with denomi- 
national religions get mixed up with poli- 
tics, but these matters can bo discussed 
more rationally and more effectively when 
the disputants studiously refrain from say- 
ing anything reproachful of each other's 
religion, than when they indulge in sneers 
and sarcasm, and when they apply to those 
who differ from them in matters of religion 
injurious epithets of one kind and another. 
Abuse and vilification create ill-feeling, but 
they never help men to como to rational 
conclusions. 

The Manitoba school question ia the bone 
of contention between the newspapers we 
have named. That question will be settled 
on its merits if the different parties refrain 
from saying hard things of each other, 
much more quickly and much more satis- 
factorily than if they try to create ill-feel- 
ing between tho Protestants and the Cath- 
olics of the Dominion. 



NICARAGUA CANAL. 

The Nicaragua Canal Bill is now under 
consideration of the Congressional Commit- 
tee. It provides that the United States 
Government shall guarantee §100,000,000 of 
the bondB of tho Company. Precautions 
have been taken to secure the Government 
from loss, either through the mismanage- 
ment or tho dishonesty of the Company. 

There is a probability that the bill will 
not be carried. The Nicaragua Canal pro- 
ject has many and powerful enemies, both in 
and out of Congress, who will do all in 
their power to defeat it in its passage 
through tho Legislature. These enemies 
have much influence, and it is not very 
likely that they will be at all scrupulous as 
to tho use that they will make of it, or that 
they will consider by any means carefully 
the injury which their efforts to kill the bill, 
if successful, will do tho Unitod States or 
tho world at largo. Their object is to ad- 
vance their own Interests, which are selfish 
and temporary, and tjjev pas* very little 
what t'licy sacrifice or whom thoy injure in 
order to accomplish their ends. 

There ia, however, u chance of tho bill 
being carried successfully through the Leg- 
islature. There arc many nblo and cner- 
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getic men who aro deeply interested in its 
becoming law, and they will leave no stone 
unturned to get a majority for it in both 
tho House of Representatives and tho 
Sonato. Once through theso bodies tho bill 
is safe. The President ia said to be favor- 
able to it, and it is not likoly that there is 
any opposing influence strong enough to 
induco him to change his mind. Tho diffi- 
culty will bo in carrying the bill throuch 
tho Houso of Representatives and tho Son- 
ate. Tho Lobby, which is very powerful in 
tho States, will do its utmost to defoat the 
measure. 

It ia a little surprising that the aid of the 
Unitod States Government is required to 
float so good a project as tho Nicaragua 
Canal. Under ordinary circumstances it 
might not bo difficult to got capital euough 
to construct it from private investors. But 
the present ia a very bad timo to present a 
canal scheme to tho European public. The 
failure of tho Panama Canal has been bo 
signal and so recent that European capital- 
ists aro not inclined to risk their money iu 
a venture that appears to bo similar. Then, 
too, a very great deal of money has been 
lost in railway and other enterprises of the 
Argentine Republic, and so tho very name 
of South or Central America has u dismal 
sound in European ears. But tho Nicar- 
agua Canal is so promising a project and so 
certain, if carried out with ordinary pru- 
dence, of not only being a benefit to tho 
world but of yielding good dividends to 
those who invest their money in it, that it 
ia certain, sooner or later, to recommend 
itself to capitalists on both sides of tho 
Atlantic. It is therefore certain of being 
built even if tho bill now beforo Congress i3 
defeated. The failure of tho bill will only 
mean tho delay of tho work.

will ignore such a challenge aa this. They 
are very aggressive and are everywhere try- 
ing to get a foothold for their system. Hero 
is a man who tells them in the plainest 
terms that they are greater enemies of tho 
common weal than any of the classes whom 
they attack. It will never do to ignore bis 
challenge or to make light of it by saying 
that he does not understand Henry George's 
philosophy.

A COMPLETE WRECK. 

The Sloop " Finland " of Port Tovfiisend (lo«s 
on -the Foul Jlny Rocks. 

Yesterday morning about Sil-O o'clock 
James Dunks, who lives with Mr. J, 
Nicliolls near Foul Buy, hoard shots being 
fired from tho direction of Trial Island, 
fining down on the Point ho discovered tho 
wreck of a Bloop rapidly going to pieciS; on 
tho rocks. Tho fuct was evident that some 
one was in troble. Hoisting a 'lug to let 
those on tho island know that their signals 
had been heard and understood, Mr. Banks 
proceeded to investigate tho wreak. The 
name " Finland, Port Towns — ," was found 
on a bit of tho wreckage, aud oa a portion 
of tho hatchway was the tonnago, 5,27, and 
tho number, 120,811, So fur as oould bo 
seen thcro was no cargo on board and 
nothing to indicate the nature of • tho busi- 
ness in which tho vessel had been engaged. 

Mr. Banks proceeded to tho nearest tele- 
phone and sent word in to town about tho 
wreck. In a short timo the provincial po- 
lico rccoived tho news aud Oldcer Hunter 
was sent out to investigate. Nothing fur- 
ther was learned, except that during the 
day a boat oamo off from tho island and 
landed in Foul Bay, but who wero in her 
or where they went to no smo seems to 
know. It was in all probability tho craw, 
as there are no inhabitants on the island 
from whom tho boat could have been pro- 
cured. 

At last accounts tho provincial police 
were looking for tho crow of tho wrecked 
vessel.

THE WASTE OP WATER, 

To the EDITOR i — In your issue of this 
morning there appears ft letter signed by 
F. Angus regarding the waste of water by 
those on the lower levels allowing the taps 
to bo kept running in order to prevent 
freezing, so that those living on the higher 
levels (where it is presumed your cor- 
respondent livea) cannot get their supply ; 
or, as I take it, ho is annoyed because there 
is not sufficient force to enable him to keep 
his own taps running. 

Who is this F. Angus, that he should 
dictate how the laws should be made 1 And 
then, what la ws ho would have. Fancy a 
man in this century, and especially at this 
season of tho year, when peuco and good- 
will should reign supreme, wishing the 
heads of ladies who allow the tups in their 
houses to be kept running held under the 
tap for two and a half minutes. This man 
must evidently cherish in his human heart 
the barbaric treatment which was practised 
centuries ago ; for who, 1 would ask, with 
tho slightest Eruin of humanity in his 
bosom, would, in these days, wish such 
treatment indicted on ladios? 

The majority of houses in this city are 
not supplied with the necessary taps for 
turning the water off to prevent freezing, 
especially those occupied by the middle and 
poorer classes. Are theso people to allow 
their pipes to freeze so that those on tho 
higher levels, wdio at present are certainly 
in the minority, should havo their usual 
force of water ': when by turning on the tap 
a little aud allowing the water to run, they 
not only prevent ita freezing, but aave a 
largo plumber's bill for repairs when a thaw 
sets in. XmAS. 

Cholera In lluropo. 

VIENNA, Dec. '24. — Cholera is increasing 
in the Province of Publin, in Russian Po- 
land, adjoining tho frontier. Many people 
are fleeing the scourge. Numbers havo 
escaped the vigilance of tho sentinels and 
reached Austrian and Ualiei&n territory. 

HamhurO, Dec. 24, — Indications are that 
recent cases of cholera are not sporadic, but 
that it is a part of last summer's epidemic, 
and no doubt it will break out violently at 
tho approach of hot weather. Two new cases 
of undoubted Asiatic cholera wore developed 
to-day, and there were two deaths in tho 
hospital. There is a general feeling of un- 
easiness.

Woald the Victoria sealing men put 
it up 7 They did not "see" the proposition 
at that time, but according to reports, one 
or two of them have since decided to go 
into it, and as a matter of fact did go into 
it — at least so the story goes. 

Tho Aurora was chartered and fitted up. 
One of the ownerB went along, and captain 
and crew were kept in the dark as to what 
was up. The men wore simply signed for 
the voyage to tho "South .Pacific," tvhioh 
it wos understood would last from six to 
eight months, The question now is, "Didn't 
the Aurora go after Lliuae "ll!" 1 :.' 

And now cornea another chapter. A re- 
port comes by way of Japan ot a raid on 
one of the rookeries. As usual, a Canadian 
schooner is blamed for tho work, and uomo 
people have gone so far as to say the Aurora 
may have had something to do with it j t ut 
there is really no reason for saying anything 
ot the kind except that the Aurora is out 
of port. 

Further particulars are now awaited with 
interest. Some sci'.'.mg men [nolino lo the 
opinion that the schooner referred to is up 
the \\ eat Coast waiting for a favorable 
opportunity to run down to Undo Sam's 
domain with her cargo. Others think she 
did go to tho South Pacific, but all arc 
anxious to know the latest news, which 
will not be forthcoming for a tittle while 
yet. 

To Pnnlib ElcctroOInguetlHts. 

Washington City, Dec. — One of 
those peculiar bills that occasionally find 
their way into Congress was introduced 
yesterday in the Senate. Its elaborate title 
provides for tho prohibition of electro- 
etism, mesmerism, and hypnotizing 
.ii beings, etc., and prescribing puniah- 
Numeroua petitions anil documents 
accompany the bill, and others equally 
voluminous arc referred to. The bill in 
brief provides that any person who, any- 
where within tho jurisdiction of the United 
States, shall apply a current of electricity 
upon the person for tile purpose of affecting 
another or which does so affect, shall be 
guilty of a crime punishable l.y death, and 
that any person having knowledge of such 
current having been applied who fails to 
notify tho proper authorities b1iu.11 bo 
deemed accessory and punished by a fine of 
not less than §5,000 nor moro than $120,000, 
or by punishment ranging from two years 
to the period of one's natural life.

John Oilmen Speed Writes of tho Origin 
of tlio Crnzo In Great Britain raid Amer- 
ica — The Westminster Kennel Club's 
Good Work In This Country. 

B GET our fash- 
ions in (logs in 
America fro in 
England, and it 
was from Eng- 
land, too, that wo 
got tlie idea of 
bench shows for 
that animal which 
the great natnral- 
"completest, tho 
most, useful con- 
quest ever made by man." At tho pres- 
ent time America's dog fanciers aro pre- 
paring their favorite canines for exhibition 
at the various bench shows soon to bo held 
all over tho country. One of the most nnt- 
nblo shows will ho the seventeenth annual 
exhibition of tho Westminster Kennel club 
nt Now York Feb. 21 to 28. 

Dog shows of one kind and another have 
been held In England for finite a hundred 
years, but up to 1830 they were hut ad- 
juncts of country fairs and incidents of tho 
market day. In 1859, however, in New- 
castle, wns held a dope show of so much 
importance that English authorities con- 
sider it to have been tho first real event of 
the kind. 

In a few years annual shows were held 
in the principal cities of England nnd were 
patronized by tho royalty, nobility nnd 
gentry of Great Britain, and ulso by the 
rough fellows who bred and trained dogs 
for n livelihood. 

It was seventeen years before there wns 
an effort to introduce bench shows in 
America. Tho first effort wns made by 
the Westminster Kennel club of New York, 
and the effort succeeded so well that Sim-

SOUTHERN SAVAdES. 

Outrages Perpetrated by Them— A Captain 
Cooked ami Eaten— Massacre of 
Kanakas. 

San Francisco, Dee. 24. — Adviee3 from 
tho South Seas by steamer Alameda chroni- 
cle a long lint of bloody events. Tho Kana- 
ka crew of the French vessel Constantino, 
recruiting in the- New Hebrides, murdered 
the captain and mate, looted the vessel and 
turned her adrift. Sho went on a reef and 
became a total wreck. M, l'asnut, tho 
owner of the Constantino, was shot on Octo- 
ber 5, also (Japt, Marie, whose corpse was 
cooked for a feast. Four Kanakas who at- 
tempted to rescue the captain wero massa- 
red. While a vessel named Three Cheers 
was at Feud island an attempt was mado to 
trrest the chief and his son, who murdered 
a trader named Coe. When Copt. Stnhd, 
of tho Three Cheers, demanded the chief he 
was shot dead by tlie son. Capt: Stahd a 
murderer was subsequently captured and 
shot. 

The schooner Clara JackBon anchored off 
the Admiralty islands and the mate put oil 
in a boat manned by three of tho crew to 
trade. While bartering the mate was 
struck across the neck with a hatchet, and 
again on tho chin, leaving two severo 
wounds. Tho mate drew a revolver nnd 
fired into tho crowd of natives. Captain 
Huehart put off to tho rescue, und in tho 
general light which ensued a number of the 
crew wero wounded, one fatally. 



Halibut FIMllng. 

PORT Townsend, Dec. 2-1. — Three enter- 
prising fishermen left on the Topeka last 
night for Tongas Narrows, Alaska, where 
they will engage in developing tho halibut 
fisheries in that vicinity. The party is 
composed of Capt. John A. Sloan, P. A. 
MeKenuan and P. McKennan, and all are 
Atlantic fishermen. They have a sloop ard 
enough supplies to lust through tho sum- 
mer. The fish will be preserved in ico and 
shipped down on tho stonmers to l'uget 
Sound and then sent overland to Eastern 
markets. This will ho the first attempt to 
develop the Alaska halibut fishing industry. 
It is said by fishermen that the Alaska 
halibut is much superior in quality and 
flavor to that taken in the vicinity of Cape 
Flattery. 

rather BIcGlynn'a Case. 
New York, Dec. 23.— The difficulty be- 
tween Father McGlynn and Archbishop 
Corrigan, which was lust night brought to 
a happy conclusion, may be stated as fol- 
lows : In LSCO Father Edward McGlynn 
was appointed pastor of St. Stephen's 
church in New York city. In a short time 
Father McGlynu, through his eloquence, 
heartiness and quick sympathy, won tho 
affections of his parishioners. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn'a unwillingness to establish a paro- 
chial school in connection with his church 
and his claims that the public schools were 
safe enough for the children of Roman 
Catholic parents, brought him in disfavor 
with the authorities of his church. He 
supported Henry George during tlie may- 
oralty canvass of 1886, and his remarks in 
favor of Mr. George's laud theories on 
public platforms resulted in his being cen- 
sured by the archbishop of the diocese. The 
archbishop in the meanwhile removed him 
from the charge of St. Peter's Church, and 
he was summoned to appear at the Vatican, 
but ignoring the ptpal demands he was vir- 
tually excommunicated. Many of his par- 
ishioners shared his views, and in conse- 
quence the sentiment in his favor was very 
strong. During the spring of INS" Dr. Mo- 
Glynn helped to found and become Presi- 
dent of the Anti-Poverty Sooioty, and has 
been conspicuous by his Sunday evening 
lectures in New York city. In behalf ot 
the economic opinions that ho holds, ho has 
also lectured in many cities of the United 
States, and has published articles in sup- 
port of the principles that ho so eloquently 
advocates.

ilar clubs were formed in othor large cities. 
Nowfrun early in November till late in 
April there is a succession of shows, follow- 
ing each other so closely that an exhibitor 
wlio would go to all has to travel rapidly 
and with but brief respites. 

These shows have had the effect of stim- 
ulating the interest in dog breeding, and 
the gentlemen and others caring for special 
breeds of dogs have formed special clubs 
devoted to the interests of certain dogs. 
For instance, there is a Mastiff club, a 
Pointer club, a Collie club, and so forth. 
And all of these clubs— kennel clubs ami 
special clubs— have united to form tho 
American Kennel club, which is a kind of 
synod or parliament in dogs. This club 
makes tho rules for the bench shows, keeps 
tho records of the prizes won. and also 
maintains a studbook, in which the pedi- 
grees, date of birth and other particulars 
of all purely bred dogs eligible to be ex- 
hibited in the shows are set down. This 
is a work of such dimension. 1 ; and impor- 
tance that the central club is obliged to 

maintain offices and keep a corps of clerks 
at work. 

This club makes the general rules by 
which dogs in the shows shall be classed, 
though each local kennel club makes rip 
its prize list and the special rules. Then 
tho special clubs establish tho rules by 
which the dogs shall be judged. The judg- 
ing is done by poiuts, and the breeders and 
owners who form these special clubs deter- 
mine what points are tho most important 
in the conformation of a dog of a certain 
kind. To each of these points, when per- 
fect, a number is given, and as tho dog is 
good or bad in any point tho number is 
great or small. 

In going along a line a visitor will see in 
the mastiff class twenty magnificent speci- 
mens of these gentle and intelligent fel- 
lows. He will notice either by labels or in 
the cntidoguo that live or six of these aro 
called "champions." Now how, tho un- 
tutored bench show visitor will ask, can 
there bo five or six champion mastitis. The 
title is certainly misleading. It really 
means that these so called "champions" 
belong to a certain high class, which is 
reached by a reckoning of a dog's winnings. 

The classes In which dogs (ire judged are 
six— tho miscellaneous, tho selling, the 
novice, the puppy, the open and the chal- 
lenge. New dogs rise from ono class io 
another according to their winnings and 
age. The challenge class is for dogs who 
have have won four first prizes in the open 
classes. And when a dog bus got into this 
challenge class, and in it won three first 
prizes, then he is entitled to bo called 
"champion." Therefore it is sometimes 
the case that on the same bench thero will 
bo several dogs that never competed 
against one another before. 

The bench shows in America have done a 
a great service to dog breeding. None but 
a dog wdioso authenticated pedigree is of 
record is eligible in these exhibitions. Hog 
lovers aro therefore taught that purely 
bred dogs nre more valuable to own and 
nioro worthy of pride nnd afteotion. A 
purely bred dog is at once better suited to 
do its particular work, and it is more in-

PANAMA SCANDAL. 

Orders Given for Further Arrests-Panicky 
Feeling on the Bourse, 

Paris, Dec. 2:).— The conference of the 
ministry yesterday morning resulted in 
orders for more arrests in connection with 
the Panama canal scandal. It is believed 
that Flcquot will he advised to resign the 
presidency of tho chamber of deputies in 
view ol recent revelations. There i3 a 
panicky feeling on tho bourse. Rentes have 
fallen from OS francs 7'Ji centimes to % 
franca 7S\ centimes. Later tho market be- 
came hotter, rentes rallying to 97 francs ~~ 
centimes. Credit Foncier, which had fallen 
to 40 points, rallied 10, It is reported that 
the ministry have evidence that tho 
present attack on the government is 
part of an organized plan for overthrow- 
ing tho republic. The ministers are 
also convinced that the only way to meet 
the crisis is to throw the whole Panama 
scandal, as rapidly na tho facts are de- 
veloped, open to the public, with merely 
the proper reserve for judicial prosecutions. 
The rigorous treatment of Charles do Les- 
seps and Fontaine has made the republic 
popular with tho lower classes, including 
tho Socialists, and as between the republic 
and a monarchy, they favor the former.

Business at the Stock Exchange moves 
steadily on, without any change of moment. 
The renewal of exports of gold has natur- 
ally put some check upon buoyant tenden- 
cies; but the movement was not entirely 
unexpected. Moreover, the position ot our 
foroigu trade balance ia not likely to call 
for any considerable outflow of gold, as the 
London buying of our securities helps to 
liquidate any adverse balance which might 
call for remittances of specie. London 
soems to bo taken by surprise at the unex- 
pected emphatic expression of public opin- 
ion in this country against tho continued 
commitment of our Government to the ac- 
cumulation of silver. Tho result has been 
a steady stream of London orders for our 
ifioat conservative investments; and al- 
though these purchases have shown a pre- 
ference for gold-bearing bonds, the facts 
show a return of confidence wheto it had 
been severely shaken through our past 
threatened silver legislation. 

The proceedings of the Silver Conference 
do not appear to promise any immediate 
definite result. The discussions, however, 
have unquestionably had tho valuable effect 
of awakening Europe to tho seriousness of 
the dangers connected with tho silvor pro- 
blem; of arousing public opinion in Eng- 
land to the necessity of that country doing 
something really substantial towards restor- 
ing the status of the white metal; of con- 
vincing the European Governments that 
they must make large, positive and perman- 
ent engagements if they wisli to escape the 
threatened dangers; and of satisfying the 
other Governments that it is useless to 
hope that they may shift upon tho United 
States any inequitable share of the respon- 
sibilities that a real remedy must impose 
upon all the great commercial powers. It 
seems probable that the conference may ad- 
journ for a few months. During that 
period political influences may mature un- 
derstandings that will enable tho conference 
when it reassembles to reach adtQnito con- 
clusion. In any ease the temporary ad- 
journment of the conference will afford time 
for more mature consideration and will, to 
that extent, favor a more settled feeling for 
the next few months. It is manifest that 
under no circumstances will our Govern- 
ment commit itself to any position that 
could invalidate " our ability to maintain 
payments in gold or its sure equivalent, 
and we may reasonably count upon the 
London market affording a steadier support 
to New York from this time forward. 

Wall -Street has now had live weeks for 
observing the effect of the election upon the 
industrial and commercial feeling of tho 
country, and it can hardly be slid to have 
discovered, therein anything calculated to 
excite serious apprehension, either as re- 
spects the ultimate effects of the new policy 
or the Interval of suspense before it goes 
into operation. It is felt that the present 
general prosperity of the country affords a 
special protection against any immediate 
derangements of business. Beyond this 
comes in Wall Street's confidence in 
the energy, sagueity and resource 
of the country to adapt iuolf to any con- 
ditions that may be forthcoming and- to 
force its onward march towards the com- 
mercial supremaoy of tho world. On thn 
whole, it seems safe to assume that Wall 
street will take no serious alarm at the im- 
pending commercial changes until the occa- 
sion becomes nearer and more real than it 
seems at present. 

The railroad situation is, on tho whole, 
assuring. Tho November gross earnings 
show au average gain of about two and a 
half per cent, over tho unprecedented move- 
ment of the same month id last year, which 
in view of this year'd smaller crops ia more 
than was expected. Tin; roads have some 
reason to hope for alleviations of the 
embarrassing interferences of the In- 
ter-State Commission, alike from 
the tenor of recent decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court and from 
ameliorations that sumo expect to be 
granted by the now Congress. The con- 
struction of new lines is still kept within 
strict conservative limits ; which is one of 
the most hopeful features of the situation, 
for the competition from an over-supply of 
new roads created in advance of public re- 
quirements has long been the bane of rail- 
road investments. For the remainder of 
this mouth, tho Stock Market is likely to 
show tho effects of tho settlements and tho 
balancing of accounts that always attend 
the close of the year; after which will come 
the usual buying for the investment of the. 
year's earnings and the reinvestment of 
dividends and interest, which are likely to 
pxcoed those of any previous year.

was bought over a year ago, and the hold- 
era are only waiting vainly I four for prices 
to regain their former level, in order that 
they may not have to reulizo at a heavy 
loss. 

"During the sharp spell of cold, a fort- 
night ago, an effort was made by the largest 
dealers and importers to advance the price 
half a dollar, which would have hurt no ono, 
and yet would have materially helped the 
merchants, who have their stocks of dear 
coal to work oil. This movement did not 
suit the views of one of the principal impor- 
ters, whoso ambition i.s to peso as tho con- 
troller of the marker. So far as can be 
judged, this condition of things will pro- 
bably last throughout the winter. 

" The domestic coal trade in San Fran- 
cisco is carried on upon an entirely dif- 
ferent basis from tho steam coal trade. 
There is no vitality whatever iu the latter 
business, and prices wero never so low as 
to-day. Even with the small importations 
of Australian and English coal, there are 
cargoes to-day lying in San Francisco luir- 
bor that cannot find a purchaser ut any 
price. A cargo of Japanese coal arrived a 
week ago, and the importer cannot obtain 
an offer for it. In the face of these facts 
it has become a question of reducing the 
output." 

When asked whether he had anything to 
say about tht proposed dry dock, Mr. Rob- 
ins said that any movement on the part of 
the citizens to effect tho erection of a dry 
dock or marine slip in Nanaimo would have 
his hearty support, but that neither the N. 
V. Coal Co , i or he, personally, had at pres- 
ent any intention of inili uting anything of 
tho kind. "Not a shadow of a shade of 
foundation in it," was Mr. Robins' em- 
phatic contradiction of the 10 port that ap- 
peared recently iu the S m Francisco Ex- 
aminer regarding the sale of the 
New Vancouver Coal Company's entire 
property. With the new ami splendid 
bunker arrangements at Messrs. Rosenfeld's 
wharves at San Francisco, the company is 
now able.to discharge steamers with ureiit 
rapidity. The appliances are the best on 
the ooast, and the Romulus can now be dis- 
charged in the short space of three days, 
whereas formerly it took twelve. The 
Rosonfelds r,rc also Completing elaborate 
appliances in their yarda for lowering coal 
without breaking it, and also machinery for 
raising it with next to no handling. 



Ills Curse. 

HAMILTON, Dec. 24. — The evangelist, Ed- 
ward Heat, vho stood at an open window 
and prayed t'o tho Lord " To curse and de- 
stroy bis neighbors with cholera and small- 
pox," was fined $10 and costs for disorderly 
conduct. He appealed to the county judge, 
but his appeal Was to-day dismissed. 

Interesting Insurance iluilgment. 

MONTREAL, Dec. '_'(. — Judge Tttit de- 
livered judgment in the Practice court this 
morning upon a petition iu the case of the 
.-Etna Insurance company, and Gosselin 
et al. petitioners. The question at 
issue was an extremely interesting 
one, being a3 to whether the widow or the 
heirs of a first wife, who had predeceased 
her husband, were entitled to the amount 
of an insurance policy made in favor of 
deceased wife, no name being shown. 
The petition was made on behalf ot the 
heirs of the first wife to have the amount of 
the policy paid over to them and Dame 
GossoliD, widow of the deceased, -Mr. L. 
E. Pellerin opposed the petition. His 
Honor held that, according to the terms of 
the late Mr. Pellerin's will, the amount was 
to be paid to tho first wife, and everything 
led to the conclusion that the petitioners, 
heirs of the first wife, were entitled to tho 
amount, and the court so ordered. 

Colliery Explosion. 

Victoria Mink-;, C. 11., Dec 24.— One of 
the colliery hoilsr? exploded this morning 
.killing George Long and !«»« Daniel 

McDonald, Cyril MeAdam, tircman ; John 
iSwcney, John Mcl'herson, mason, and 
Murdock Molntyre, who happened to be 
passing at the time. This injured men are 
nearly all frightfully scalded, and McDonald 
and McAdams cm hardly recover. Seven 
other boilers were displaced and the found- 
ations levelled. Not a portion of the build- 
ing covering the boilers' remains standing.

A COSTLY COLLECTION. 

Over a Million Dollars Required to Collect 
Seventy-five Thousand. 

New York, Dec. 22.— There was depos- 
ited in the sub-treasury here on Thursday 
$75,000 in settlement of all claims of this 
Government against Chili on account of the 
Baltimore alfair at Valparaiso. When Min- 
ister Egan returned to this country in Octo- 
ber lust he brought with him a draft for 
875,000 drawn on the Chilian minister in 
Paris. Minister Egan turned the draft over 
to tho Secretary of State, who in turn 
sent it to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who deposited it with tho sub-treasury, in 
this city. The draft was then given to 
Seligman & Co. for collection, and yesterday 
the cash was deposited at tho sub-treasury 
and will be distributed by the Secretary of 
the Navy to the persons for whom it is in- 
tended. It is said that it has cost the United 
States Government over $1,000,000 to col- 
lect this $75,000 from Chili.

SKASTLE, Wash., Dec. 23.— A car on tiie 
West street and Nort End electric line to 
Ballard jumped the track this afternoon at 
Smith's Cove, aed plunged into the bay. A 
man named Garholl was probably fatally in- 
jured and three lady passengers were severe- 
ly hurt. The motorman and conductor sank 
with the car, but escaped uninjured. The 
accident was caused by the snow blockade, 
the first cars being run to day. It was 
raining this afternoon, und if it continues it 
will cause u greater freshet and more dam- 
ago than tbo flood of October, as the snow 
fall was unprecedented for this State.

Finally 
the old soldier was discovered, and the 
druggist swore to his identity, but the 
doctor was not so sure. 

At tho trial the doctor said : " A man 
resembling this one on the day and date 
named came to me suffering slightly from 
pleurisy. 1 prescribed for him. 1 could 
not from the evidence thus far adduced 
swear positively to his identity, but if ho 
bo the man who camo to me that evening 
you will find just below the left shoulder 
blade a porous plaster which 1 put oil 
there Oct. 5, 1SG2." 

The man was stripped to the waist, and 
there in the presence of the court they 
found the porous plaster, a little raveled 
around the edges, but still adhering to 
the trembling wretch with damning tena- 
city. 

Sweeping through Ohio at this swift 
rale even, one sees that prosperity has 
been almost uninterrupted for many 
years. There may have been times when 
some one grumbled, but there has been 
no suffering or lasting hard times even. 
As I rode over the state rough shod in a 
luxurious car tilled with everything that 
could exalt or embellish life I could but 
compare the lot of these Ohio farmers — 
with vast barns anil overflowing corn- 
cribs, cheery white cottages with porches 
and bay windows, and driving spirited 
horses on the well made turnpike or mac- 
adamised road — with some of the moun- 
tain people of east Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia and western North Carolina. 

I know a man in the mountains of east 
Tennessee, and he is not so different from 
others there except in the matter of sim- 
plicity in architecture. When he married 
lie was fired with ambition to have a 
home. He found a big elm that had 
broken off twenty feet from the ground 
and fallen nearly down, but still clinging 
to the stump at one end and with its top 
resting on another. He went to work 
and split out chestnut slabs long enough 
to make a leanto, and there he has lived, 
he anil his wife, and nine children have 
been born there. 

Consider that, you gentlemen who 
swear, if the water is a degree too cold to 
shave with in tho morning, or if the chil- 
dren knock a "dent" in your English 
brass bedstead with a toy flatiron. 

Recently the lired wife sickened and 
died in this barbaric lair. With the rain 
and the sleet by day beating in upon her 
and the frost of night settling down on 
the aged quilt she groaned the long hours 
away till her worn and weary hands lay 
idly outside the old calico wreck of cover- 
ing. For fifteen years they had lived 
there through the soft, delicious spring, 
the quiet summer and the gorgeous 
autumn gay with a thousand tints. Thou 
somehow they had shivered through the 
short winter, and the hound and gun had 
kept them alive. 

Now the sad faced man —not especially 
more ao than ever, for these mountain 
folk are born with the saddest, gravest, 
most immovable faces on earth — started 
away for the nearest mill, "and there," 
said the proprietor to me, 'he bought 
sixty cents' worth of 'culls' to make a cof- 
fin for her." You can see him, dumb 
with that strange grief that cannot ex- 
press itself or oven weep, making a rough 
and pathetic looking box of tallied lumber 
iu which to put his wife. 




SUF'FEKINO FROM ADVERSITY. 




This almost reminds one of tho sad, 
simple life of prehistoric man. We pic- 
ture to ourselves prehistoric man as a big. 
strong specimen of health, with mighty 
muscles of malleable iron, clothed in tho 
pelt of a chipmunk or hoiuo other wild 
beast and absolutely destitute of fear. 

But when the wailing cry of his child 
in tho cold, damp night of his wretched 
cave told him of fever or cramp, what did 
he do J Did he even have the simple 
pharinacopieia of lard and molasses and 
honey and vinegar in case of croup ? No. 
He could not scratch a match, even if ho 
bad had one to scratch. 

Sometimes I murmur when the train is 
late, and grumble when 1 stop at the 
Clem City House at Rogersville Junction, 
where the girl will not give mo another 
knife after eating my bullhead, and where 
tho doctor tells me I am suffering from 
malnutrition and prescribes for me while 
I stay there good nutritious food three 
times a day, to be taken after eating ; but 
we do certainly live in a better time than 
did prehistoric man. 

I have suffered keenly from adversity 
in my time, but there was never a day 
when 1 could not have entertained pre- 
historic man and given him a pretty good 
time.

Anna Morrison Reed was reared in 
tho mining regions of northern Cali- 
fornia and never had more than twelve 
months' schooling in her life, yet she is 
today one of the most prominent women 
Tin the state. 

At fifteen, urged by family necessi- 
ties, she became a lecturer on temper- 
ance and women's topics. Slifi scored a 
•great success, and in three years earned 
-enough to buy a good home fur her par- 
ents. Her poems have frequently ap- 
peared in the leading papers of the 
coast, and she has published two books 
containing her earlier and later poems, 
which were favorably reviewed and 
quickly sold. Her verses are full of ten- 
derness and purity and are gracefully 
constructed. 

As a lecturer Mrs. Reed is brilliant, 
and draws crowded houses. She is now 
speaking throughout the northern dis-

managers. Mrs. Reed is a cousin of 
General William R. Morrison, of Illi- 
nois, and of tho late Chief Justice 
Morrison, of California. Sho has an 
unusually attractive personality, with 
her-sparkling brown eyes, finely moldi^l 



feutures and luxuriant dark hair, and 
is n striking illustration of what pluck 
and native talent can do in spite of ad- 
verse circumstances in early life. 

Ella Higginson is perhaps the most 
widely quoted of any female Pacific 
coast writer at the present time, al- 
though it is only four years since she 
sent her first poem to an eastern paper. 
Previous to this sho had done desultory 
work for western publications, Now, as 
encouraging letters came to her from 
many quarters, she "began to try to 
Write." Her poems, stories and descrip- 
tive sketches havo been widely circu- 
lated. 

Living on the shore of Paget sound, 
with the glories of sea and forest and 
mountain all about her, she has reflected 
tho moods of nature in her writings and 
given tho northwest its most beautiful 
and poetic descriptions. She has been 
on the editorial staff of the Portland 
West Shore and the Seattle Pacific Mag- 
azine, and is now conducting a depart- 
ment in the St. Louis Home Circle. 
Ella Higginson is petite, with blond 
hair, large gray eyes, and a pleasant, 
womanly expression. She is young and 
rapidly making her mark in literature. 

Abba Lord Holton, of San Francisco, 
lias devoted her life and fortune to the 
cause of proportional representation at 
the polls. She publishes a paper called 
Hope and Home, which advocates the 
Haro ballot, giving to all voters a pref- 
erential choice of candidates in propor- 
tion to the number of votes cast. This sys- 
tem is used by the Mechanics' Institute 
of San Francisco in electing trustees, and 
a similar method of voting is practiced 
in three cantons of Switzerland. 

Mrs. Holton lias corresponded with Sir 
John Lubbock, M. P., Professor Naville, 
of Switzerland, and other noted political 
men, who believe that her littlo paper

has a mission to perform in educating 
the masses to realize that they are not 
properly represented at tho polls by tho 
present system of ballot counting. Sho 
has written a monograph on the con- 
stitution of the United States, which is 
remarkable as the work of a woman. 
She regards her line of action as directly 
marked out for her by Providence, and 
thinks that women ought to study the 
Hare method of representation that 
they may demand it when suffrage is 
extended to them. 

M. G. C. Edholm furnishes 150 col- 
umns of original matter yearly to sev- 
eral hundred newspapers in all parts of 
the world. Her articles deal mostly 
with reforms, as shown in the forty de- 
partments of tho W. C. T. U. In" 1890 
she was appointed superintendent of 
Xiress for that great organization, find 
secretary of the International Federa- 
tion of Women's Press Clubs. As super- 
intendent of railroad rates and official 
reporter of the California W. C. T. U. 
she conducts an excursion to the nation- 
al W. C. T. U. convention each year, 
and contemplates taking a party around 
the. world after the World's fair. 

Mrs. Edholm is an ardent Prohibition- 
ist, and is deeply interested in tho Flor- 
ence Crittentou Mission Homes for Err- 
ing Women. The philanthropist who 
established these homes in New York, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Sacramento 
and San Jose appointed her reporter for 




the missions, and she spent, two months 
in the homes at. New York gathering 
material for a book which is to be pub- 
lished next April. Her article on "Traffic 
in White Girls," printed in the Novem- 
ber number of The Californian Maga- 
zine, has attracted widespread attention. 
Sho resides in Oakland, and is a charter 
member of tho Pacific Coast Women's 
Press association.

MARRIED WOMEN'S PROPERTY RIGHTS 



The husband never lived who was! 
good enough or wiso enough for a wife! 
to obey. 



A Plain Statement of tho Lanra In Vari- 
ous States. 
[Copyright, 1803, by American Tress Associa- 
tion.] 

To briefly dispose of single women's 
property rights, it may bo said that f hey 
aro tho samo as thoso of men, with the 
exception of tho ability to influence the 
taxation of property by vote. 

In some of tho states there is this 
slight possible advantage — that, the age 
of legal majority is at eighteen instead 
of twenty-one for women. 

By tho old common law theory as set 
forth in Blackstono, when a woman mar- 
ried it was supposed t hat sho was willing 
to givo up to her husband the entire con- 
trol of any property sho then had oi 
might thereafter acquire, retaining no 
rights but such as he consented to give 
her. 

Of course this has been mitigated in 
many eases by a marriage settlement, 
by which tha husband agreed that the 
wife should retain possession of the 
property sho brought to him. 

But we havo changed all that, or most 
of it, by statute, so that today in most 
of tho states tho rights of a married 
woman in her own property aro as abso- 
lute as those of her husband in his. 

The husband's control of his property 
is not, strictly speaking, absolute, since 
it is subject to tho debts of his wife, to 
the support of tho family, in a few states 
to the debts of the wife incurred before 
marriage and in a great many to the 
dower right. 

The wife's rights in her husband's 
property, therefore, are generally greater 
than his in hers. 

The law, holding a man responsible for 
the support of his wife and children, re- 
gards the wife as the agent of the hus- 
band and holds him responsible for any 
debts sho may contract. 

In cases where a man advertises that 
he will not pay ids wife's debts the 
courts may hold that it has no greater 
force than as a warning, and that ho is 
still responsible for bills for necessities. 

In almost every state a wife's separate 
property — that is, property which has 
como to her by inheritance, or by be- 
quest or devise, or by gift from anyone 
hut her husband, or money which she 
has earned, or property bought with 
money acquired in any of these ways — 
is not liable for her husband's personal 
debts, nor is it liable for debts for the 
family unless no property of the hus- 
band can be found to satisfy them. 

Property given to her by her bus- 
band may be so liable if there is a sus- 
picion of fraud in tho conveyance. Of 
course if some distinction were not made 
any man could avoid paying his debts by 
simple process of handing his property 
over to his wife as fast as he acquired it. 

The wife's property is free from the 
husband's control in tho sense that he 
could not insist upon her selling or mort- 
gaging it, yet tho increase and profits of 
tho property (interest, rents collected, 
crops raised, etc.) may bo liable for debts 
for tho family support after the creditor 
has exhausted his remedy against the 
husband. In a few of the states such 
profits form part of what is known as 
'•community property," and are equally 
liable with tho husband's property for 
such debts. 

In some states a husband is liable for 
the antenuptial debts of his wife. In 
Tennessee he is as fully responsible for 
these as for his own. In Maine, if he 
voluntarily assumes payment of any of 
them, he can be sued for others. In New 
Hampshire ho is liable for her debts in- 
curred on her own responsibility after 
her majority, but not for debt incurred 
while under ago and living in her fa- 
ther's house. There are provisions sim- 
ilar to these in a few other states, hut in 
most of them neither husband nor wife 
is liable for debts of the other prior to 
the marriage. 

In most of the states the earnings of a 
wifo are entirely under her own con- 
trol. In New York sho can engage in 
any trado or business and carry it on 
tho same as if she were single, and this 
holds good nearly everywhere, except 
that in some states she cannot enter into 
a business partnership. 

The earnings and profits of her busi- 
ness will be her independent property, 
not subject to any control by her hus- 
band; but all debts and liabilities in- 
curred in carrying on such business will 
also bo her own, and not, like her per- 
sonal debts and debts for (he support of 
herself and children, legally chargeable 
upon the husband. 

In a few of tho states (Rhode Island, 
Vermont and West Virginia, for in- 
stance) a wife cannot cany cm a separate 
business or trade without her husband's 
consent unless ho is insane or impris- 
oned or has deserted her. This, however, 
cannot bo construed as a prohibition to 
earning wages. 

As to whether a woman may sue her 
husband for tho performance of a con- 
tract or promise made with or to her 
thero is a difference of practice in the 
different states. It is also not settled 
how far sho can bo held liable upon an 
indorsement for another person. 

In New Jersey and several other states, 
generally speaking, thoso in which tho 
right of courtesy exists, a husband must 
join with his wifo in a deed of convey- 
ance. This is not required in New York. 

New Jersey has been very much be- 
hind the other states in the matter of 
making reforms of this sort. It is com- 
paratively recently that a married wom- 
an can control her own property or make 
a valid will or sue in her own name. 

When an)' ono owns real property in 
several states, each parcel is subject to 
the laws of the state in which it is situ- 
ated. Personal property, on tho other 
hand, is subject to the laws of the state 
in which tho owner resides, 

A wifo can insure her husband's life 
for her own benefit. It is, however, a 
little difficult to understand what this 
privilege amounts to, since it would not 
ho easy to find a company which would 
issue a policy without a personal appli- 
cation from tho person insured and with- 
out his submitting to an examination, 
A wifo having once induced her husband 
to insure his life can, however, pay tho 
premiums herself if ho does not. But of 
course any beneficiary can do this.

" A Breathing Blue-Book of Statistics'' 
Upon Japan anil Its Com- 
merce. 

Opportunities for the Development 
of Trade Beneficial to This 
Country. 

Your reporter 1ms met men of varied 
mental qualifications, among them the 
proverbial "walking dictionary," and 
him who is dubbod "the encyclopaedia of 
information," but not until yesterday 
did ho ineot, in the person of the Hon. 
Mr. Kito, a breathing blue-book of sta- 
tistics. 

The Japanese Consul at Vancouver, is 
amply qualified by nature and education, 
to fill the position lie occupies With 
credit to his government at Tokyo, and 
fidelity to his royal muster, the Emperor 
of .Japan. Since the Japanese govern- 
ment started its great work of national 
reconstruction, twenty-five years ago, 
the capacious brain of the Foreign Min- 
ister lias been tirelessly absorbing infor- 
mation relative to the great Empire and 
its -40,000,000 of people— information col- 
lected, formulated, classified and con tem- 
pered, as it bears upon the great problems 
of international commerce. 

So, like a ready reckoner, Mr. Kito can 
give, at a moment's notice, concise, com- 
parative statements respecting the fiscal 
policy of nations that would turn many 
of our government financiers green with 
envy. 

When it was suggested to Mr. Kito 
that in lieu of the constantly increasing 
1 rude between tho Orient and friendly 
Canada, the readers of the Colonist, at 
the Capital and elsewhere, would no 
doubt be pleased to become familiar with 
some of tho more important financial 
statistics of Japan, if they could be pro- 
duced in a compendious shape, the dis- 
tinguished foreigner replied that Victoria 
people would not be more pleased to 
It irn than he to supply the information. 

'•To commence with," said he, "our 
tns on saki turns a sum into our treasury 
every year, equivalent to §15,000,000. 
Up to a certain quantity, our people are 
allowed by law to la-en- and distil their 
own liquor, and we have comparatively 
little drunkenness in Japan. Saki, as 
you are no doubt aware, is manufactured 
from rice, and does not ruin the liver and 
kidneys when taken in similarly large 
quantities as your distilled liquors do. 
We derive our largo domestic revenue, 
however, from laud. By the land tax 
alone, 640,000,000 per annum finds its 
way into the coders of the Government 
from tho purses of the people." 

In answer to a query, Mr. Kito said 
that he was sure their system of taxation 
would not satisfy single tax theorists, as 
a large revenue was also derived from 
fines and other Bources. For instance, a 
child from four to six must attend kinder- 
garten; from six till tho scholar com- 
pletes a certain curriculum, he must at- 
tend a Government school; at twenty he 
must serve three years as a soldier, and 
during that time ho must bo vaccinated 
twice or three times by tho Government 
vaccinator and onco every seven years 
afterwards. If these Government man- 
dates are set at defiance, a heavy fine is 
imposed and collected, increasing with 
each offence 

"We have no revenue on tobacco; we 
produce the weed for pipe use, but im- 
port our cigars," continued Mr. Kito. 
"Our cotton industry is becoming a large 
factor in trade; at present 300,000 spin- 
dles are in operation, and about one-third 
of the total production is exported. 

"Last year our export trade amounted 
to nearly 8100,000,000, our import being 
a few millions less. In comparing these 
figures with your own remember money 
goes much further ill Japan than here. 
Now, for consumption and export : 

"Rico, §-'10,000,000, a part of which 
of course, is exported. We grow some 
wheat, oats and barley, but as farmers 
have been devoting their time and money, 
for several centuries, to the cultivation of 
rice, the growing of any other' cereal 
goes against tho 'grain.' 

"The market value of rice is S7 per 
kuku, a kuku being equal to t>l pecnls, 
and a pecul in its entire commercial sense 
being equivalent to 133^ pounds. Next 
in importance is raw silk. Wo export 
.•540,000,000 worth, more than half of uur 
production, and 50% of this output goes 
to the United States. 

"It occurs to me that there is a splen- 
did opening for a silk factory in Victoria 
or Vancouver. When I have suggested 
tho idea to men of capital they have 
said : 'impossible; labor is too high.' 
Why not import .Japanese labor, then 7 
The silk factory in Patterson, N. Y., is 
earning money. They are paying their 
working girls $1.60 a day— the girls in 
tho silk factories ill Japan get 20 cents 
per diem. If going wages on the coast 
are too high to think of embarking in 
the undertaking on these lines, then look 
to Japan for help; have your silk factory 
at all events. 

"Our factory girls would bo glad to 
come to the province by contract, at 
four or six Jjits a day, and, accustomed as 
they are to their humble way of living, 
they could make themselves very com- 
fortable, Start small at first with a 
handkerchief factory — the machinery for 
it is inexpensive — then gradually branch 
out. 

"Wo produce $20,000,000 worth of tea 
and export half that amount; wo also find 
an outside market for 81,000,000 worth 
of copper ore, §1,500,000 in matches, 
$2,000,000in coal and $500,000 in matting. 
Besides this wo ship $2,500,000 worth of 
hand-made silk goods. This trade is in- 
creasing rapidly, and would be far larger 
if we could readily find out the prevail- 
ing styles and prices in other countries. 
Wo also get rid of $5,000,000 in piece 
goods, sucli as habutai gowns, etc. 

"Tho beet sugar industry in Japan has 
collapsed. The sugar manufartured from 
tho cane grown on Shikoku island (pro- 
nounced Chicago) is not sufficient to sup- 
ply our domestic demand. Wo havo 
enough cattle for homo consumption, 
but thoy are very small, stunted animals. 
1'h o stock has not improved from the 
fact that there have been no international 
marriages among them for soveral hun- 
dred years. Seven million dollars Worth 
of bamboo, bronze, china and paper ware 



coes principally to tho States and Europe 
"A great industry I have left to the last, 
dried fish and sea weed. Wo produce 
for the markets §40,000,000 worth, $10,- 
000 of which is sont to China. A splen- 
did guano is dried fish used in tho culti- 
vation of mulberry trees, rico, etc. 

" Surrounded as we are by water, we 
had abundance of fish over the food sup- 
ply, but not enough by a long way to 
meet the demand. Consequently wo 
have a special stock exchange devoted 
exclusively to this commodity ; tutures 
are bought and sold, and thero is as much 
excitement as on tho corn exchange in 
Now York. You seo wo utilize every- 
thing nature in her abundant generosity 
has given us. Our sea weed industry is 
also very largo. Nori, a weed corres- 
ponding to your kelp, finds a ready salo in 
China ; it is boiled and eatea and is con- 
sidered very nourishing, perhaps as much 
so as your Irish potato. This is another 
matter that should bo looked into hero. 

" You have kelp in immense quantities 
about Vancouver island I am told. As 
an experiment, this weed was sent to 
China, but found no market. 1 will von- 
turo to say that it was not properly sun 
dried. Capt. Tashiro, of tho Kongo, and 
myself arc quite positive that your kelp 
is identical with our /ton. Tho matter 
should bo looked into. 1 hoar a story 
that your tomato was a subject of scorn 
to epicures when the possibility of its 
being utilized was indirectly conveyed to 
Europeans by a prisoner in an American 
jail. No table in the land is without 
them now. "Wo have a much liner qual- 
ity of sea weed called tho fcoim, it goes 
through a process of forced cultivation in 
ponds like your oyster, but it is, however, 
so expensive that it. is a luxury to tho 
rich. 

" The habit of using it bears an analogy 
to the smilt' stalling habit at, one time 
prevailing in Europe. It is only indulged 
in by lords." 

Mr. Kito might, havo added —and con- 
suls, for the honorable gentleman pro- 
duced a tin case of kobu and invited your 
correspondent to " have a chow. " Tho 
invitation was accepted, but tho tasto for 
kobu is evidently cultivated. Taken as 
an experiment, it causes a temporary 
paralysis on the tongue and contortions 
of tho features, similar in effect to a con- 
coction of slippeiy elm, salted green tea 
and quinine. But, no doubt , it's very 
nice when you get used to it. 

" ' )ur land army," continued Mr. Kito, 
" is composed of 100,000 lighting men, 
and our navy of 40 ships, half of them 
built ill Japan. Touching again upon 
education, Europeans do not learn our 
language readily. Our rules in grammar 
are very irregular, and our etymology 
and syntax are beyond the comprehen- 
sion of all but the most erudite of yuur 
students. On the other hand, wo pickup 
the English language very readily from 
your books, but cannot master the sounds 
represented in your language by '1 ' and 
'r.' There is no '1' sound in our lan- 
guage, and the formation uf our organs 
of speech or the inactivity of diminutive 
muscles for thousands of years brought 
into play in pronouncing this letter, 
seem to inako tho task almost a hopeless 
one. Tho nearest approach to the 'r' 
sound in our language is ' ra.' 

" Wo have 1,<S00 miles of railroad nar- 
row gauge, after the English stylo — 
guards, locked compartments, first, second 
and third class, and all that sort of thing. 
And the reason for it is that we stiil have 
our class distinctions in Japan. Govern- 
ment frowns at what is considered the relic 
of the dark ages, and the hitherto widegulf 
between the nobility and the masses is 
narrowing year by year. At present 
society is divided into five classes. Royal- 
ty, of course, comes first — tho Emperor, 
his relatives and connections, then the 
knights ; next the fanners. We would 
say 'a farmer prince' in Japan, not a 
'merchant prince,' for merchants and 
employers of labor in mercantile pur- 
suits occupy the second to the bottom 
rung on the social bidder, and the bottom 
rung is occupied by 'manufacturers' 
(workmen in factories)." 

" Where do the coolies and that clans 
come in?" was asked. 

" Ah, 1 suppose they sit on tho ground 
at the foot of the structure, " answered 
Mr. Kito. " But in another lustrum 
these lines may be faded almost to ob- 
literation, and brain and true worth will 
receive more recognition." 

"Will you tell me something about 
the prevailing religion, morals and social 
customs of your countrymen i " was sug- 
gested. 

"Ah, pardon me," answered Mr. 
Kito, "Of these matters your mis- 
sionaries and poets sometimes say some 
very pleasant things- and sometimes are 
misinformed ; as for me, I am represent- 
ing the state, not tho church, and it 
would not do to combine the two estates 
in my capacity as minister iu Canada to 
the Government of Japan."

The ominous expression of I. a 
Premiere Charette, suggestive of the 
guillotine and the reign of terror, has been 
used in reference to the first butch of 
Senators and Deputies to he sacrificed in 
the Panama affair.

The "decoration" ami Boulanger 
scandals also are not to he compared with 
tho present crisis. Both Republicans and 
Radicals are horrified.
